Guest Editorial

Incentive licensing is here. Actually, itis spread over a two 
year period and is less restrictive than originally proposed. No 
changes inthe code requirements are observed, We will discuss 
our interpretation of the final action as it is presented in the 
A.R.R,L, bulletin number 130, 

First let’s list in the order of their occurrence the forthcom- 
ing changes; 

1. Before the first of the year (1968) anew fifty question tech- 
nical exam will be available for obtaining an Advanced Class 
license. Code credit will be given to General Class holders, 
Others must take a 13 WPM code test. 

2. After the first of the year (1968), the Novice term will be 
for two years and the two meter phone privileges withdrawn, 
3, Effective next year (1968), date not yet announced, the fre- 
quencies of 3800 to 3825 and 21250 to 21275 KC are reserved 
exclusively for Extra Class holders, 

4. On November 22, 1968, small segments (bandwidth of seg- 
ments not yet announced) of the lower portions of the 80, 40, 20, 
and 15 meter phone bands as well as 50 to 50.1 MC will be avail- 
able to Extra or Advanced Class holders only. 

5. On November 22, 1969, approximately half of the 80, 40, 20, 
and 15 meter phone bands as well as 50 to 50,1 MC will be avail- 
able to Extra or Advanced Class holders only, 

6, Over the next two years (dates not specified) in steps of 
25 KC, the lower 50 KC of the 80, 40, 20, and 15 meter CW 
bands as well as 50to 50,1 MC will be restricted to Extra Class 
holders only. 

Docket 15928 was originally proposed by the F.C.C, on March 
31, 1965, in response to eleven petitions, one of which was RM- 
499 by A.R.R.L., the other ten were from individuals or groups. 
Items dropped from the original include: a special call sign 
identification system, a first class license concept, a 16 WPM 
code requirement, a waiting period of one year before eligible 
to take next higher class license exam, and 144 to 145 MC ex- 
clusive to Extra and First Class holders. Items added to the 
original are: exclusive frequencies of 3800 to 3825 and 21250 
to 21275 KC and the lower 50 KC of the 80, 40, 20, and 15 me- 
ter CW bands and 50 to 50,1 MC for Extra Class only, and the 
reinstatement of the Advanced Class license holders, No new 
Advanced Class licenses have been issued since Docket 9295 be- 
came effective in 1951, Thisisineffect a grandfather’s clause 
as over 40,000 were still valid in 1965, Many were converted 
from the old Class A license, 

Although this is the biggest change since 1951, no one is go- 
ing to be taken off the air and no one has to take another code 
exam. The incentive is certainly there and it should present 
an opportunity and challenge to all clubs and groups to start 
new theory classes, We hope this article has helped to clarify 
the new changes for you, 

To quote F.C.C, Chairman, Mr. Rosel H, Hyde in an address 
to the Washington Chapter of Q.C -W.A, this spring concerning 
incentive licensing: “Since there seems to have been some mis- 
understanding, it might be helpful to discuss some of the basic 
reasoning behind the Commission’s action in initiating the pro- 
ceedings, You can best characterize this proceeding as an in- 
dication that the Commission believes in encouraging improve- 
ment in the quality of the amateur service —ona voluntary 
basis! This objective is not only desirable from the personal 
viewpoint of many amateurs, but it may alsobe extremely bene- 
ficial to our national commitment to this service in the light of 
international developments.”

Here At Last 


The Federal Communications 
Commission took action in 
Docket 15928, the incentive li- 
censing matter, 

The Commission adopted at 
least the substance of many of 
the new rules it had proposed in 
April, 1965 (See May 1965 QST). 
The principal differences are 
those where the League hadre- 
quested modifications -- the 
Advanced Class license privil- 
eges are reinstated, and the 
elaborate callsign arrangement 
for identification of class of 
license is dropped. 


In detail: 

The proposed new First Class 
license concept is discarded, 
Instead, the Advanced Class 
license is re-established, Ap- 
plicants must hold a code test 
at 13 w.p.m, and a technical 
exam of a level midway between 
the present General and Extra 
exams, Example study mat- 
erial for the new 50 question 
technical exam will be available 
as soon after November 22, 
1967, as Possible, and FCC of- 
fices will commence holding 
examinations sometime after 
that date. Present holders of 
the Advanced Class will effect- 
ively be ‘‘grandfathered’”’ into 
some special privileges as out- 
lined below, 

Effective November 22, 1968, 
only holders of the Extra Class 
May operate in the sub-bands 
3500-3525, 3800- 3825, 7000- 
7025, 14000-14025, '21000- 
21025, and 21250-21275 ke, 


Effective November 22, 1969, 
only the holders of the Extra 
Class may operate in 3500- 
3550, 7000-7050, 14000-14050, 
and 21000-21050 kc. 

Effective November 22, 1968, 
only the holders of the Extra 
Class or the Advanced Class 
may operate in the sub-bands 
3825-3850, 7200-7225, 14200- 
14235, 21275-21s00 kc., and 
50.0-50,1 Mc, 

Effective November 22, 1969, 
only Extra or Advanced Classes 
may operate in 3825-3900, 7200- 
7250, 14200-14275, 21275- 
21350 ke., and 50,0-50.25 Mc. 

The originally-proposed 2- 
meter sub-bands for these 
classes are discarded, 

New Novice licensees, after 
November 22, 1968, will have 
no phone privileges on 2 met- 
ers, The 2-year license term 
for Novices is adopted, effec- 
tive November 22, 1967, 

The system of distinctive call 
signs with prefixes to identify 
the class of license is complete- 
ly discarded. (The Callbook, 
incidentally, has plans to carry 
Such identifications in its own 
listings.) 

The Commission will issue 
2-letter call signs to those ap- 
plicants who are the holders of 
an Extra Class license and who 
have been licensed for at least 
25 years, There will be no in- 
dividual choice of call signs, 
and the $20 fee will be charged, 
First applications for the 2- 
letter call signs will be accept- 
ed November 22, 1967, 


Coax Lovers 


Like most hams who have 
been using coax cable RG-8/U 
or RG-59/U you might have a 
lot of it in your junk box with 
the braid so corroded that it is 
impossible to solder properly, 
no matter how much cleaning 
and scraping is done. Many 
hams throw it away. 

Recently I have found out 
how to clean it as bright as a 
new penny and make it solder 
like new, 

Prepare the portion of braid 
to be cleaned, Have one glass 
container containing concentra- 
ted hydrochloric acid (HC 1) ob- 
tained at any store Specializing 
in swimming pool products, and 
another container of boiling wa- 
ter. Immerse the dirty braidin 
the acid, moving it around for 
not more than a few seconds 
until it becomes bright, Then 
immerse it immediately in the 
hot water, moving it around a- 
gain, stopping the chemical re- 
action and preventing damage to 
the insulation and the metal, 
ALWAYS BE VERY CAREFUL 
NOT TO LET ANY OF THE 
ACID SPLASH ON YOUR SKIN, 
AND TO HAVE PROPER VEN- 
TILATION. IF ACID GETS ON 
YOU, RINSE YOUR HAND IM- 
MEDIATELY IN COLD WATER 
RUNNING FULL FORCE, Dry 
the cable. Dipagain in the water 
and dry with a hair dryertore- 
move leakage in the insulation, 
I will never discard any coax 
again,

FCC 
further says that the implemen- 
tation schedule of the restricted 
sub-bands may be delayed if in- 
sufficient occupancy is found,

MARS TRAFFIC 
By W4SMK/AF4SMK 


MARS offers free message 
service to U.S, Government 
personnel in several countries 
that do not permit third party 
amateur traffic, The following 
information is for amateurs who 
are not MARS members, but who 
may have occasion to relay traf- 
fic into MARS, 

Third party MARS traffic is 
restricted to messages to or 
from U.S, military personnel or 
civilian MARS members, or to 
U.S, embassy, attache, or mili- 
tary mission personnel, or their 
dependents, It is most impor- 
tant to have a complete correct 
address on such a message, 
Messages to servicemen over- 
seas must have a ZIP APO or 
FPO number in the address, 
Traffic to personnel aboard U,- 
S, Navy ships cannot be accept- 
ed, however there are 50 FPO 
numbers on the approved list. 

There are currently 115APO 
addresses that cannotbeac- 
cepted by MARS stations. The 
presence of an APO or FPO 
number, therefore, does not au- 
tomatically insure that the traf- 
fic can be sent viaMARS, When 
in doubt always consult aMARS

coast could read him ok, We got 
some info back on 75 meters.

I did meet a few of the fellow 
amateurs in Holland and they in- 
vited me into their homes to vis- 
it with them and their families, 
and to show me their equipment 
and operating conditions, I know 
some of you have worked them 
in the past, so I would like to 
name them for you. Frans Pri- 
em PAQGG, Tom PASDEC, Wm, 
Gwot PAOWDG. I also visited 
one amateur in Germany Olaf 
Koch DL7HA, 

Maybe some of you have 
worked the Philips exhibition 
in Eindhoven PE2EUO, I did 
visit there and talked with the 
operatic Peter PA@PAZ, who 
was on duty at the time, 

The Philips exhibition is a 
display with working models 
and real things in the electrical 
fiel of items in the past all 
the way up to the present time 
and into the future, It was a 
wonderful place to visit, 

It is interesting to note that 
all of the amateurs I visited had 
home built equipment of some 
type.

The 
Homevertor

Ever try to use your transistor portable radioas a table ra- 
dio? Well, if it is of the variety that uses the 2U6 battery for 
power (the little square 9-volt one) you have probably come to 
realize that these batteries run down pretty quickly in the aver- 
age radio, The cheezy sound from the tiny 2-1/4 inch speaker 
might be fine for a “portable”, but indoors proves quite in- 
adequate. These two weak links common to most transistor 
portables can be overcome by the use of the ‘“‘Homeverter.”’ 

With a well-equipped junk box ( or a few dollars) and an 
evening, this unit can be built which will eliminate the battery 
and provide improved sound, making your portable useful in the 
home, or at the campsite, 

A 4 x 8 inch 8 ohm oval speaker is mounted in an aluminum 
meat loaf pan swiped from the kitchen (or the food store for 
59¢) as follows: Drill holes in the bottom of the pan to form a 
grille to let the sound out. Make a baffle out of cardboard the 
size of the bottom, cutting a hole the size of the speaker cone 
in it, and mount it, and then the speaker to the pan, which can 
be sprayed with black wrinkle paint if desire. Mount a com- 
mercial AC adaptor, or the one shown in the schematic, on 
the “bottom” or one edge of the pan, and also mount rubber

feet on the bottom to make the pan stand with its original bot- 
tom in a vertical position, S-1 may be mounted on the side, 
and a back can be made from hard cardboard with a few large 
holes drilled in it, secured by screwtothe back of the speaker. 

To the speaker connect an earphone jack to match your ra- 
dio, and connect the 9-volt supply to an adaptor made by re- 
moving the terminals from an old battery. Be careful to ob- 
serve polarity as shown. The two leads can be combined in a 
common cable if you have one with four conductors, 

The power supply shown supplies 11.5 v no load - 9.0 volts 
with 25 ma load with good regulation and filtering using junk 
parts, T~-1 is a 6 volt filamenttransformer, or simply the fil- 
ament portion of a used multiple voltage unit. If a 12 volt 
transformer is available, the standard full wave circuit may 
be used in place of the doubler circuit given, with the voltage 
divider resistors adjusted to give 9 volts. D is any silicon 
diode with a rating of greater than20PIV and 100 ma. The two 
filter capacitors are 1000-mfd transistor electrolytics, and P-1 
is the adaptor described earlier, B-1 is an optional set of six 
penlight cells in a commercially available holder, which serves 
as a campsite source, being charged when the unit is working 
from the AC source, S-1 is a DPST toggle switch, used to 
select AC or battery power. 

In use, the speaker lead is plugged into the earphone jack, 
and P-1 is connected to the battery plug in the radio (or to the 
adaptor jack if your radio has one), The unit works like a 
charm, and makes the portable comparable in performance and 
sound to a table radio at far lower cost.

It’s a safe bet there are many 
amateur radio operators in 
Florida who have never given 
thought to the many advantages 
of participating in the Third 
Army MARS program, Among 
others is the training provided 
in formal traffic handling and in 
regular and emergency net op- 
eration. These are the services 
to the community and country 
which justify Army MARS and 
provide for the public a better 
appreciation for the activities of 
radio amateurs in general, 

(Apparently even many radio 
amateurs are not aware of the 
full extent of such services, 
For example, as of June 1967, 
there were 23 Army MARS 
stations in Vietnam and 34 in 
the United States, During, 
March, through these stations, 
MARS Army members conduct- 
ed 8038 phone patches and han- 
dled 4806 messages between 
Vietnam and the United States.) 

There are only a few basic 
requirements for membership 
in Army MARS, First, the ap- 
plicant must be 16 years of age 
or older and hold a valid FCC 
Amateur radio license, Sec- 
ond, he, or she, must have 
equipment capable of operation, 
or capable of being converted 
to operation, on two or more of 
the assigned MARS Army fre- 
quencies under the regulations 
provided in his MARS Army 
training manual.

The Wouff Hong is a symbol 
of amateur radio, yet how many 
hams actually know of its ori- 
gin.

ifically mentioned. One of his 
stories was called “Rotten Q- 
RM” he set some examples for- 
th on poor sending stating that 
it all sounded like gibberish, at 
the same time he mentioned 
several lines of received gib- 
berish spelled out with the 
words “ramatigm querticy 
wouff hong’? which it seemed 
was being used on someone by 
someone else, 

The expression Wouff Hong 
caught on like the Yo-Yo, the 
Hula Hoop, the Twist, The Old 
Man when asked admitted that 
he did not know what a Woufft 
Hong was, but it soon became 
an instrument of horrible tor- 
ture to be used onbad operating 
practices. The actual Wouff 
Hong made its first physical 
appearance in 1919, May 3tobe 
exact, at an ARRL board meet- 
ing held in New YorkCity. The 
Old Man carried it to the meet- 
ing, and it is said “When the 
Wouff Hong was placed on the 
table each face noticeably blan- 
ched at the sight of the awful 
thing,’’
